Uider any circum.tincc, live animals shall be removed from 
the R lilwiv premises within twentv-four hours from the time 
of their arrival at destination, failing which they may be disposed 
of in accordance with the provisions contained in sub-section 
(2) of section 56 of the Indian Railways Act, 1890”. 


(d) in rule 6, iu the Table appearing under tho heading “D 
murrage on Goods Wagons”, against itom (i) for entries under 
column 3, tho following entries shall be substituted, namely:—<■■ 

“60 paise for the first day; 80 paise for the second day 
and Re.
